Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 10, 20, 23-34 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowance: 
The prior art made of record and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does 
not teach or suggest the claimed limitations. Voss (US 5,923,582) and Evans, Jr. et al. (US 
5,434,81 1) taken individually or in combination, do not teach the claimed invention having the 
following limitations, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations: 

> As in claims 10 and 20: an SRAM device capable of storing a program/boot-up 
program comprising a biasing circuit, said biasing circuit comprising a grounding 
circuit selectively connected by a programmable connect to one of said first 
inverter output and said second inverter output, wherein said grounding circuit is 
temporarily enabled after power is applied to said SRAM device, thereby 
grounding one of said first inverter output and said second inverter output and 
forcing said second I/O line to said known logic state.
